Boise got on the _ scoreboard 
early in the opening minutes 
when Boise fullback Dick Ho 
went 64 yards to the Hartnell 17- 
yard line on the second play of 
the game. From here on several 
plays later Dick Ho bucked his 
way to a Boise TD, the point was 
good and Boise had the lead, 7-0. 

The score remained like that 
until the half. 

The score also was 7 to 0 up to 
the third quarter and both Hart- 
nell and Boise were pretty well 
stopped. ~ 

In the fourth quarter things 
began to click for both clubs. 
Boise rolled from their own 44 to 
score again, which made the score 
13 to-0. Then Boise scored six 
minutes later, after marching 48 
yards in 11 plays, the big break 
coming on a personal foul. With 
fourth down and seven to go the 
Panthers were penalized halfway 
to the goal line and then Boise 
pushed into the end zone. The 
point was good — Boise had a 
lead of 20 to 0. 

After the kickoff Hartnell went 
to work with Jerry Kanada pass- 
ing Hartnell into scoring position 
by hitting Vern Horton for 46 
yards. Then a pass interference 
was called and Hartnell was on 
the Boise 11-yard line. Four plays 
later fullback Chris Machado 


plunged into the end zone, Hor-’ 


ton’s kick was wide and the score 
was 20 to 6. Then Hartnell tried 
an off-side kick and recovered the 
ball. From here Jerry Kanada ran 
for nine yards, Chris for three. 
Kanada then hit Mike Micheletti 
in the end zone on a 17-yard scor- 
ing pass. Boise still had the lead 

20 to 13 and from this point on 
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stalled until the time ran out. 

Keeping Hartnell in the game 
for the first three quarters was 
the punting of Jim Holman who 
kicked five times for an average 
of 47.7 yards, which is better then 
most pro punters do. 

Hartnell’s drives were slowed 
down many times by fumbles 
throughout the game and Boise 
had the ball three-quarters of the 
playing time. Coach Ken Blue 
said after the game, “Let’s get 
ready for the Menlo game” and 
that’s just what we are going to 
do.
